1827. He encloses one to the same gen- 
tleman, from the Rev. Mr. Tholuck, 
professor of Divinity in the University o' 
Halle, and formerly a Missionary to the 
Jews. Mr. R. recommends, a the best 
way to promote the Jewish cause in this 
country, a direct correspondence between 
the most prominent friends of the cause on 
the two continents. For this purpose he 
requested Prof T. to write. Wegive 
the substance of these letters from the 
N. Y. Obs. Professor Tholuck writes 
as follows :— 

1. Condition and Prospects of the Jews. 
Since the time of Napolean, who showed 
himself very favorable to the Jewish na 
tion, they enjoy in most parts of Germa. 
ny, equal rights with Christians. They 
are only excluded from situations in life 
where the influence of a Jew would be 
visibly pernicious, particularly the office 
of magistrates and of professors in Acad 
emies. 

2. Their employment in Germany ts 
almost universally that of dealers in 


| clothes, watches, jewels, &c. Some few 


are tradesaren, bat few indeed. A num. 
ber of young people are teachers of the 
children, teachers of the Taimuad. Some 
tew of the educated class have entered 
the army as Jews. There ae 200 in 
the Prussiaw army. Some are physicians 
and dentists. 

3. As to their attachment to the law, 
[Uld lestament,] among the educated 
class in Germany there is almost none, or 
merely an outward attachment. The 
qiddie and lower classes are still attach ; 
ed to it, although much less than those of 
Poland. 

4. Asto indications of a moral revolu 
tion, there 1s first to be mentioned, the 
retormed party among the Jews, which 
has sprung up almost in every province 
of Germany. They have built ban

ransom, to become the salvation of al! 
the ends of the earth. I sympathised 
with our brethren about the disobedi- 
ence and stub!-orness of our nation, and 
how from year to year, Jerusalem was 
disgraced and decayed in her glory ; and 
then [ exhorted them to believein our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

they shall likewse be cut off. And then 
I cameto Ireland, where | saw a Chris 

tian church, polluted and defiled— a 
church which believes herself to be rich 
while she is poor and miserable. I saw 
there a church of the new dispensation 
which hagiunk, and has been cat off for 
the very same reason for which our 
church—the church of Judea—has been 
cut off ; for, alas! just as the church of 
Judea began to be proud of the magnifi 

cence of her temple, and forgot t he Lord 
of the temple ! thus the Romish church 
every where boasts of her church, and 
has forgotten the Lord and Head of the 
church ; so the church of Judea began 
to neglect the commandments of God, 
and to substitute for them the pre cepts 
of men ; in like manner the church of 
Rome neglected and perverted the pure 

word of the Gospel, and substituted for 
itcunningly devised fables invented by 
her doctors ; and just as the rabbies of 
old attributed to themselves infallibility, 
so the doctors of the church of Rome do 


My dear brethren !—When « boy, my 
father taught me to pray in evening time 
to** the Angel who hath redeemed me 
from alkevil !” Jesus Christ, my breth- 
ren, is that Angel, who has redeemed me 
from all evil, and he went before me 
the wilderness of Arabia, and among the 
the wild Arabs.

will not save them, if their hearts, which 
were without form and void, were not 
enligh'ened by the Spirit, and created 
anew, and sprinkled with the blood of 
Jesus Christ ! 

Children of Israel, scattered through- 
out England, Ireland, and Scotland ! it ts 
tome ; for the day is far spent, and the 
night is at hand—hear the voice of the 
watchman of the tower '!—* Return ye! 
come! come to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
for his kingdom will come, and his will be 
done on earth, as it is done in heaven !”

JEWS IN PRUSSIA.

I question ve- 
ry mach whether this fear is well ground 
ed. | think that with us the reformed 
party of the Jews have kept alive a 
spa:k of warm-hearted religion, although 
1 would not make this assertion o! the 
whole of them for there can be no doub' 
that many of them are Deists Another 
indication of a moral revolution is, their 
studying zealously the New lestament 
by heart. In general they are willing to 
listen tothe truth. In one place they 
have all subscribed to allow the Mission- 
ary to preach in their synagogue, and the 
Missionary in his clerical robe, delivered 
a sermon to them from the elevated 
place where they are accustomed to reat 
the Thora. Thecity where this remark. 
able instance happened, is Arzelno, in 
Prussian Poland. Afterwards they con 
tinued to assemble every Sabbath in the 
house of the Missionary. to hear him ex 
pound the Scriptures, till their Jewish 
preacher accused them of infidelity to 
the Grand Rabbi at Posen, who threaten- 
ed them with ex-communication. More- 
over, in almost all the German towns, 
Jewish children are educated in Chris 
tran schools, and in some they learn the 
catechism in common with Christian 
children. The Missionaries have fre- 
queatly found Jewish children better in- 
stracted in the catechism than Christian 
children. When the Missionaries preach 
inthe churches, there are always Jews 
present. 

5. The motives of the London Socie- 
ty in abandoning their plan of affording 
temporal assistance were, because Mr. 
Way and his friends had supported indi- 
viduals in an improper manner. Either 
he granted to them sams of money, or he 
educated them for a literary career, 
Fhe latter nourished their pride, and at 
tracted some wretched individuals. The 
best way of assisting them, and a plan 
which might be speedily adopted, is to af 
ford to them the means of learning a trade. 
The institution of Count von der Reckle 
has done much good in that respect. 
The Berlin friends have of late followed 
the same plan. 

6. The proselytes are mostly such as 
have been Jewish student:, or Talmad- 
teachers. In the first case they lose all 
support from their relatives—in the lat- 
terthey lose their employment. Such 
as were dealers, lose for the most part 
their mercantile connexion among the 


Jews. 
7. The proselytes in general seem lit- 


tle qualified to become Missionaries a- 


estof them are exposed to temptations, 
particularly to pride ; on the other, the 
Jews themselves are inclined to despise 
them. In Berlin, however, there are 
several proselytes who exeit a most bene. 
ficial influence on their converted breth 

ren. One of them has continned for 
three years to instruct candidates for bap- 
tism. He particularly is an instance of 
souad conversion,—he has something ol 
the energy and ardor of Luther 

8. The return to their land the Ger- 
man Jews do not expect ; but the Polish 
Jewsdo. The German Jews, at least 
the more educated part of them have ra- 
ther spiritual ideas of the Messiah and 
his operations. 

In the conclusion of his letter, Prof. 
T. has the following striking expression : 
‘* Let Christians become true followers of 
Christ, and the Jews will all turn to our 
Saviour. 

To the above information Mr. Robin- 
son adds the following; observing the 
same order of numbers 

1. In Frankfort on the Maine are ma- 
ny Jews, who live in a particular part of 
the city, which formeriy is said to have 
been walled in. Now, one of the most 
public entrances, that over the bridge 
passes through it. The account given of 
it by Russel, is exaggerated ; truth is 
sacrificed to point. Most of the houses 
mean, but not more so than in many other 
European cities: some are very good. 

lhe house of the Rothchilds ie in this 
quarter. In Gottingen there are only 
two or three families of Jews ; but in the 
neighboring villages, many. In Halle 
and Leipzig, there seem to be many ; and 
they are to be found, iv greater or small 
er numbers, in every city of Germany. 

2. Besides what Professor Tholuck 
has said of their employment, I would 
merely add, that many trade in money, 
and wares of all kinds. In Halle, all the 
brokers are actual Jews. In Leipzig, du- 
ring the Now. Yaar'g fair, a large propor 
tion of the signa of the traders a 
broad were Jewish ; at least they were 
in Hebrew ; generally, indeed, only the 
Coemun words, written io Hebrew char. 
acters. The German Jews in general a- 
opt the dress of the country, and are to 
be distinguished only by their striking 
national physioguomy. The Polish Jew 
on the coatrary, of whom I saw many in 
Leipzig, retain the flowing robe, long 
beard, aud cap, of their ancestors. 

3 and4. On these points | can add no- 
thing. 

5. The opinion expressed by Profes- 
sor I’. in regard to the best means of aid 
ing converted Jews, is the general one 
here ; and in order to apply it to our 
country, it should be, to afford them the 
means of supporting themselves; i. e. to 
look out for them opportunities of em- 
ployment, when they are not able to do it 
themselves. dn our country such cases 
can seldom happen, except with newly 
arrived strangers : here they frequently 
occur ; and in this view, the establish- 
ment ef Count von der Reckle has been 
useful, by affording them means of em- 
ployment. ILhis, I am ioformed, is not 
properly amere refuge for Jews, but a 
large establishment where various trades 
are practised and manufactures are car 
ried on, and converted Jews are admitted 
to work, in common with others; per 
haps in preterence, when they have no 
other means of subsistence. 


6. The proselytes, or in general, 
those who cast off Judaism, lose the con- 
fidence of the Jews: but so far as I can 
learn, they stand on precisely the same 
looting as other members of saciety, in 
other respects ; and are admitted to offi- 
ces—if not to civil offices, at least to lite- 
rary stations. Professor Neander, of 
Berlin, who stands at the head of living 
ecclesiastical historians in Germany, is 
by birth a Jew ; and two of the Profes- 
sors at Gottingen are also Jews, who have 
renounced Judaism without embracing vi- 
tal Christianity. By being cut off from 
their psevious occupations among their 
own people, converted Jews may at firs! 
be thrown occasionally into straits ; but | 
cannot learn that they suffer any thing 
from special neglect or contempt on the 
part of the public at large. In general, 
the unconverted Jews seem to live entire- 
ly nonoticed : though in Gottingen | saw 
some soldiers jeering at a couple of Polish 
Jews, as they passed along the street in 
their peculiar costume. In. Leipzig, 
where there are many ; nothing of the 
kind seetns usual. ) 


1 would add, that the views expressed 
by Professor Tholuck, were also given 
me, less fully, by Dr. Biallobloteky, a pi- 
ous teacher in Gottingen. 


The meaning of this phrase is said te 
be “ scrupulous exactness.’’

ornaments in the character of a [Chris- 
lian.*] ‘Take it away, and you leave the 
Christian in a very unfinished state. In- 
deed if we pursue the subject another 
moment, we shall escape all delusion in 
this affair, and find toa demonstration, 
that to bea Christian and a useful mem- 
ber of society, it is essentially necessary 
that exactness be stamped upon every ac- 
tion of our lives. 

First—Business requires it. 
Secondly—Religion demands it. 
Thirdly—Our happiness depends upon 
it. 

First.—Business requires it. It is of 
very little moment what occupation a 
man follows for an honest livelihood. If 
he be called of Providence to it, there 
let him abi:'e as one placed in the path of 
duty. Only let it be observed, that it is 
of some consequence that he attends to 
the duties of his station with punctilous 
exactness ; otherwise he cannot expect 
the smiles of the world, or the blessings _ 
of Heaven upon his undertaking. Who 
are the men, generally speaking, that 
rise in the world? ‘They are such as 
distinguish themselves by marked energy 
of character, and whose veracity stands 
unimpeached. Business, it is true, may 
be followed almost by any person; but 
the man of tteady deportment not only 
follows business, but very often succeeds 
in Making business follow him. A punct- 
ual tradesman makes his humble station 
honourable, and in the end proves that - 
uprightness is the broad way to wealth. 
It 13 not to be supposed that one of this 
description can remain for any length of 
time in obscurity. No, such a demean- 
our,— 

1. Raises the person’s character to a 
very high estimation in the public mind. 

2. Should he at any time stand in need 


of credit, it gives an impulse equal to the 
recommendmion of numerous iriends, 


3. It enlarges his sphere of action to 
such a degree as to be productive of a 
large revenue of riches and honour. 

Secoudly.—lieligion demavds it. _Re- 
ligion in her form is lovely, and for syme- 
try of make admits of no equal. In her 
conduct she is mild, and conciliatory in 
her manners ; yetin reference to puuc- 
tuality in her followers, she is severely 
exact. Unity of action, she prefers be- 
fore the most splendid offerings. Her 
motto is,— 

“ Still let thy heart be true to God, 
Thy word to it, thy actions to them both,” 

Nothing short of inward and outward 
truth, together with giving all dilligence 
to make our calling and election sure, 
claims her smile. Knowing the tempta- 
tious to which we are subject, she will 
sometimes in the most affectionate and 
winning manner press upon her followers 
the mild duties of the gospel, and then 
add,—-** Whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever 
things are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsover things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report ; ifthere 
be any virtue, and if there be any praise, 
think on these things,”’ Phil. iii, 8. Oh! 
with what affable sweetness does she 
view those whose conversation is as be- 
cometh the gospel of Christ,—whose 
love is without dissimulation,—who ab- 
stain from the appearance of evil, and 
who cleave to the things which are good. 

Thirdly.—Our happiness depends up- 
on it. All happiness centres in God. 
We may therefore reasonably conclude 
that the increase or diminution of our 
comforts depends upon our conformity to 
the Divine will. Those who have for 
many years tried the experiment, assure 
us, thatthe most pleasant moments of 
their lives were those in which they lived 
near to God, and performed his will with 
the nicest exactness- 

‘“* Obedience leads

Of eagle plumed ambition mounts so surely 

To heaven’s hiZhest summit as obedience.’: 

After all that has been said by men of 
weak parts about the miseries of human 
life, and who in the height of their mad- 
ness, bave represented the Lord as the 
author of them, we know full well that 
our calamities principally originate in our 
defective and unstable conduct. For my 
own part I do not recollect one solitary 
instance of a person walking closely in 
the fear of God, and with pure intentions 
towards his tellow creatures, that directly 
or indirectly muttered over at the same 
time,—‘* The ways of God are uneven.”

Nay, such is their stupidity that 
at the hazard of their reputation they 
call light darkness and darkness light, bit- 
ter sweet, and sweet bitter. Is it then 
surprising that they are unhappy ?— 
“ This isthe condemnation, that light is 
come into the world, and men love dark- 
ness rather than light, because their deeds 
were evil,”” John ii, 19. Immoral per- 
sons in general know much more of 
Christian duties than they feel inclination 
to perform. 

“ At thirty, man suspects himself a fool ;

And yet these wicked fools would make

CIRCULAR. 


To the Baptist Churches in Connecticut and 
vicinity, and Societies Auxiliary to the 
Convention. 

Dear Bretheren, 

Tlie wlesviguea vommittee, appointed by 
the Board of the Convention, now address you 
in behalf of the objects of our Association. 

In reviewing the operations of God's gra- 
cious hand during the past year, we discover 
much, which demands from us a tribute of 
humble gratitude, and devout thanksgiving. 
Never since the Apostolic age, has there 
been a year, marked with such signal manifes- 
tations of the Divine favour to his Church, as 
the past. 

The din of arms bas been hushed to silence. 
The angry nations of the earth have ceased to 
dash one against another; except in that land 
where once the blessed doctrine of the cross 
were received at the hands of the Apostles of 
Christ; but which, alas, was afterwards 
wickedly corrupted and rejected.—Unhappy 
Greece, after a long night of mental darkness 
and degradation, now lies bleeding under the 
sword of Turkish oppression.—God in right- 
eous judgment has visited her for her aposta- 
cy. The sin of rejecting the pure gospel of 
Christ, and the holy institutions of his house, 
is now brought into remembrance; and she 
is receiving the awful chastisement of Him, 
‘who walketh in the midst of bis golden can- 
dlesticks.’’ 

But concerning her, there is hope that a 
remnant will be saved, who will return and 
seek the Lord their God. Already has the 
voice been heard from the Watchmen on the 
wall of Mount Zion, calling upon the Church 
in this American land, to *‘ come over to Ma- 
cedonia and help,” not with the implements of 
war, but with the pure doctrine of Christ. 

Throughout that region of the world, a spir- 
it of religious enquiry and reformation, is 
awakened ; and we have reason to hope from

shine unto them again, in its primitive splen- 
dour. For we believe that He whose right it 
is, will turn, and overturn, until his righteous 
goverpment shall be duly acknowledged, and 
his laws obeyed. 

The Missionary labours in which our breth- 
ren of England are engaged, present a hope- 
ful prospect. Their pious zeal, diligence,

DEATH OF MRS. JUDSON IN INDIA. 


By the arrival of the brig Mars, from Cal- 
cutta, Capt. Titcomb, 101 days from Sand 
Heads, we have the distressing intelligence of 
the death of Mrs. Judson. Rev. Mr. Yates, 
of the English Baptist Mission at Calcutta, 
who came passenger in the Mars, is the bear- 
er of letters giving this information. He is 
on a visit to our shores for the recovery of his 
health, much impaired by repeated attacks of 
fever. Mrs. Judson died about the 24th or 
25th of October, but the attendant circum- 
siances are not particularly known. Some of 
them are stated in the letter below, kindl 
furnished for our paper by an manag Sage a ° 
Previously to Mrs. Judson’s illness, Mr. Jud- 
son had departed for Ava, with the British 
Commissioners, as their interpreter. He had 
agreed to accompany them at their solicita- 
tion, in the hope of prevailing on the Emperor 
of Burmah to consent to the free exercise of 
the Christian religion in his dominions. It 
was not probable that Mr. Judson was made 
acquainted with his loss till the last of De- 
cember, or beginning of January.—Christ.

She is pleasantly settled at Cuttack, engaged 
in female School, and seems very contented 
and happy. The English troops are expecied 
to leave this place on the 20th of this month, 
and the town is already in a wretched state 
and filled with robbers. I hope to be able to 
commence a Burman female School soon after 
our arrival in Amherst. We both enjoy ex- 
cellent health at present, and desire nothing 
so much as to be settled where we may be 
useful. 


We learn further, by the Rev. Mr. 
Yates, that in the church at Calcutta, of 
which he is Pastor, 30 were added the 
last year. His place is supplied for the 
present by two brethren in the ministry, 
recently from England ; and by the occa- 
sienal labours of Rev. Mr. Boardman, 
who with Mrs. Boardman is still in Cal- 
cutta. Mr. and Mrs. Hough are also in 
the city. 

A short time before Mr. Yates left Cal- 
cutta, he bad the pleasure of seeing the 
venerated Dr. Carey, who enjoyed un- 
common health, and who was able to per- 
form his accustomed labours, and to 
preach with great acceptance. The Col- 
lege at Serampore was in a prosperous 
state. 

There are inthe city of Calcutta, in- 
cluding the church at Fort William, seven 
Protestant Churches ; four of ‘the Eng- 
lish Establishment, two of the Baptist de- 
nomination, and one of Scotch Presbyteri- 
ans. 

The circulation of the Bible in India, 
and the increasing means of literary and 
religious information, are operating, tho’ 
silently, a most wonderful moral renova- 
tion in that extensive country. The uni- 
form influence of literature and écience 
is, the destruction of idolatry, even where 
the Christian religion is not embraced.— 
One instance not long since occurred, in 
which a Hindoo of large property, the 
owner of an idol temple, removed the 
abomination from the building—destroy- 
ing the idol, and demolishing the temple. 
The circumstance produced in the vicini- 
ty a great excitement.

All the Apostles stood forth as witness- 
es to the divine mission of Jesus Christ : 
and their continuance in bearing testimo- 
ny, year after year, to the end of life, car- 
ries with it a considerable degree of 
weight. 

When men first engage in any remark- 
able service, the novelty of the situation 
and employment may create, for a sea- 
son, a considerable alteration in their 
thoughts and manners: and, in addition 
to this, they may for a while put a re- 
straint upon themselves. But when the 
impetus has spent its force, they will dis- 
play their true character ; and we shall 
see what they really are. If they have

But this conviction mde no alteration to 
their conduct: it neither led them to 
throw aside their office, nor did it even 
cool their zeal in its execution. They 
went on, with unshaken constancy and 
unabating ardor, to the end of their days, 
in bearing witness to their master’s cause 
before the world. 

When twelve men, whether as individ- 
uals, or at the head of communities, unite 
to propagate an imposture, or to execute 
a plan of falsehood or injustice, the event 
ie s0 uniform, that we may consider it as 
a law of the moral world, that however 
amicable and cordial they may be in the 
beginning, they will in the progress of the 
business disagree, and thwart each other’s 
views: and wat commenced with oaths 
of secrecy, and vows of perseverance till 
the final accomplishment of the design, 
and a glowing affection to all concerned in 
it, is arrested in ite course by jealousies, 
envies, hatred, mutual accusations, and 
the falling off of one after another ; and 
ends in disclosing the black design, and 
unveiling to the world the hollowness of 
their hearts. But we perceive nothing of 
this nature among the Apostles of Christ. 
The same testimony which they bore at 
first, they bore with their dying breath. 
One of them proved a traitor; but he 
had no secrets totell. ‘I have sinned,” 
he cries out in agony, “in that I have 
betrayed innocent blood.” Paul and Bar- 
nebas had a warm dispute, and sepatated 
from each other: but it was to do apart, 
what they had done together ; namely, to 
hear witness to the divine mission of Je- 
sus of Nazareth. A temporary disagree- 
ment took place between Peter and 
Paul, but in their heat they have no 
black imposture to bring to light: they 
have no accosation against the cause of 
Christ. With the exception of the un- 
happy Judas, whose mouroful confession 
was full in its favor, constancy in declar- 
ing to the world, with affection and fer- 
vor, that Jesus is the Christ, was the at- 
tribute of all the rest.— Bogue.

I was never treated in this man- 
ner on a journey before. -- The dollar giv 

en to the destitute woman, recurred to 
bis mind ; and conscience replied, J have 
been well paid. It is, indeed, safe lending 
tothe Lord. On the second day after he 
left the cottage in the wilderness, he ar- 
rived safely at home, and still had money 
for the poor—having been at no cost what- 
ever. 

About one year and a half after this, a 
stranger called at the house of deacon M. 
for some refreshment. In the course of 
the conversation, he observed that he 
lived, when at home, on the other side ot 
the mountain, near Connecticut river.
